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''The Fire Prevention Bureau of the 
Borough of Glen Ridge has issued the 
following circular letter to tlfe resi¬ 
dents of that place: 

“The Borough Council at a pieeting 
held ^££*1—8, authorized the organiza¬ 
tion of a Fire Prevention Bureau, to 
consist of the chairman of the fire 
committee of the council, the superin¬ 
tendent of buildings, the chief and the 
assistant chiefs of the fire department 
It is the aim of this bureau to advise 
and suggest precautions and preventives 
that will reduce the number of fires, 
and prevent the loss of life and prop¬ 
erty. This is a matter that vitally 
affects the interest of every resident of 
Glen Ridge, especially in view of the 
fact that, with the exception of a house 
struck by lightning, every fire in Glen 
Ridge last year was due to careless¬ 
ness, and therefore preventable. 

“XJpon application, this bureau will 
send one of its members to consult with 
you at your convenience, with a view 
of giving such advice or making such 
suggestions as will render your home 
less liable to fire. An appointment 
may be made by telephoning to the Glen 
Ridge fire department or to Chief Brown 
at the bdrough clerk's office, or by writ¬ 
ing to the secretary of this bureau,. P. 
O. Box 182, Glen Ridge. 

' “Furthermore, some practical ap¬ 
pliances for fire protection, suitable for 
use in residences, may now bei seen in 
the Borough Cmncil rooms. In order 
that you may have an opportunity to in¬ 
spect these, the council rooms will be 
open to visitors during the office hours 
of the borough clerk and on Thursday 
evenings from seven thirty until nine 
o’clock. 

“In case of fire call up Glen Ridge 
1147 and give the officer who answers 
the call the name of the occupant of 
the house and the street and number 
where same is located- If you have no 
telephone, go to the nearest fire alarm 
box, open the door, pull the hook down 
once only, all the way, close the door, 
wait at the box until the apparatus 
arrives and give the exact location of 
the fire to the driver.

operations this month, the highest record 
so far for any one month, dnd with 
thirty-six surgical beds the superin¬ 
tendent of the hospital has found it 
hard, tcufiod place $ toxthepatie its. 

Where it was possible, surgical cases, 
as well as medical, have had to wait for 
admission. The large number of ward 
patients means large expenditure with 
small returns, as only a small proportion 
pay the full ward price, and lliere are 
many free patients among the number. 
Each ward patient costs the hospital 
about $2.50 a day, and as the full price 
is but one dollar a day, no ward patient 
meets his entire expense. 

If this crowded condition continued 
the hospital must face a serious) problem 
how to accommodate the patients who 
seek admission, and how to meet the 
financial requirements.

In the experimental train, two cars, 
each with its own motor, are coupled 
and are under the control of one motor- 
man, who occupies the front platform 
of the forward car. The two motors 
are connected by an electrical cable and 
both take the current at the same time, 
so that the cars can be started and 
stopped simultaneously and smoothly. A 
separate conductor is provided for each 
car, and in the case of the rear car all 
boarding and alighting is by way of the 
rear platform, the front being kept 
closed, as there is no motorman there 
to prevent accidents. - :
